THE COST OF ELECTRIC POWER 

At the present time plans are actively in 
progress to put across South Wilmington a high- 
tension line of the Edison Flectric Light, said 
power lines to go to Reading, and to supply the 
Municipal Light Company of that town. 

As things are p}anned the lines will cross 
the Bell Farm, at Chestnut Street, the former 
Moran property off South Main Street, go near 
Cook Hill, and then over to Reading. 

As such the lines will pass very clpse to 
such places as the J.W. Greer plant on Main 
Street, and the National Polychemicals and the 
Raffi & Swanson plants on Eames Street.: It will 
also be fairly close to the "industrial' area 
in South Wilmington, which, it is expected, 
will shortly be developed. 


Wilmington 
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subscriptions $6.00 . 
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If a sub-station were planned at this time 
to be placed in South Wilmington along the way 
of the new power line,substantial savings could 
be made in power costs’ for the industries of 
Wilmingt am. { 

The present plans, we are told, call for the 
construction of the sub-station in Reading with 
a subsequent comstruction of power lines back 
to South Wilmington, so as to supply energy as 
needed to industrial plants in that area. One 
reliable estimate has placed the cost of such 
@ program at about $1,000,900. 

That Million Dollars bodes no good for the 
Town of Wilmington. It can and pr d@ably will be 
used by the Reading Municipal Light Company as 
an argument befare the State Department of Pub- 
lic Utilities for increasing the light and pow- 
er rates of this tom. 

If the sub-station were erected here, a sub- 
stantial part of the million dollars might be 
saved. Wilmington industry could get its -power 
at a better price, and Wilmington home-owners, 
too, would make a savings in light and power 
charges. 


NO PALACES WANTED 

The significant feature of the Town Meeting 
5 was not the arguments of the protagonists, but 
i that, for the first time in years the Wilming- 
| ton Parent Teachers Association did not urge 
1 its members to vote for a school. 

} This time the’ PTA sat on its hands. Planned

That lack of action, and the decided action 
of the voters imparts a clear message to the 
world at large - Wilmingt m wants schools - 
good schools, but not palaces.: 

Wilmington wants its students to have a good 
| education, but it doesn't want to go broke in 
4 the process.- It is perfectly willing to pay 
good salaries for teachers, but sees no nec- 
essity of paying ged money for cmtractors and 
architects to add ornate features to its school 
buildings.: 

It was to be noticed that a fair proportion 
of the voters attending the meeting carried 
with them a copy of the article that appeared 
in this column two weeks ago.’ One person wanted 
to read that article, or parts of it to the 
meeting.: 

We have no doubt but that the information 
we imparted was instrumental in inducing the 
voters to attend the meeting. 

At the same time it cannot be said that we 
had as a purpose the delay of the building of 
the school, or a wish to defeat the school en- 
tirely.: This column adopted the traditional 
f newspaper attitude of "let the people know the 
j facts, and let the people decide for them- 
selves" 

The information was not forthcoming from 
sources which should have told the people. We 
accordingly did our duty.:

Constable never bothered Billy 
This was a real source of 
annoyance to the Selectmen 
aLem Eames had his eye on the 


The fourth place was run by |Legislature. He couldn’ t be 


the redoubtable Billy Eames. 
Probably there were more, but 
they have been lost in the 
mists of time, at least we can 
not prove that they sold other 
than groceries. 

Another grocery store must be 
mentioned - that run by Samel 
B, Nichols, at Nichol’s Comer 
Mr. Nichols also wound the 
Town Clock, took care of the 
Town Pound, and the Town Scale 
and other things, during his 
lifetime, all of which paid 
small salaries, but all of 
which added up. He was later 
a Town Chek and Selectman, if 
we remember rightly. 

We don’t know if Mr. Nichols 
sold surreptious liquor, but 
we do know that he sold liquor 
later on, as the agent for the 
tow - at the munificent sala- 
ry of $2.08% cents a month. 

Then in 1862 the Legislature 
appointed a commission to in- 
vestigate the liquor situation 
Heading the commission was the 
famous John A. Andrew, Wartime 
Govermor of Massachusetts. 

The commission reported that 
it was neither sinful nor 
harm in every case to use al- 
cohol, and stated that ‘it is 
the right of every citizen to 
determine for himself what he 
will eat and drink’. 

But that report didn’t clear 
up the situation. There were 
still @ few years to elapse 
before the bootlegging joints 
were to disappear, in Massa- 
chusetts. 

Here in Wilmington the Sel- 
ectmen were ,emuel Cobb Eames, 
George Gowing and Henry Shel- 
don. 

Lem Eames was some sort of 
relative of Billy Eames, in 
that both were descended from 
Daniel Eames, he who bought 
the Fay Farmhouse on Woburn 
Street, opposite Wildwood, in 
1724, 

Daniel Eames was just as 
tough as they make them. He 
made a fortune in Penobscot 
County Real Estate, and eamed 
for himself the name of ‘Royal 
Rascal’. His descendants, to 
this day, are just as hard 
minded individuals, not afraid 
of any man. 

Lemuel Cobb Eames, who live 
in the house that Daniel had 
bought, was just as tough as 
was his ancestor. pater to be 
a Massachusetts State Legis - 
lator, he was now the Chairman 
of Selectmen of Wilmington. It 
was he who had, 10 years earl- 
ier, offered $25 reward for 
the capture of the pearson 
murderer and then gone out and 
captured the man himself, and 
paid himself the $25 as a re- 
ward for his efforts. 

His kinsman, Billy Eames, was 
just as tough. He lived in the 
house where Bill Fitzgibbons 
lives today, at the corner of 
Middlesex Avenue and Clark St: 
only in those days Clark St. 
was called Jaquith Lane and 
didn’t go as ‘far as Church St. 

Billy ran a grocery store 
which was-like some of the 
restaurants during the Noble 
Experiment of the 1920’ s. May 
be he had a few pounds of su- 
gar and peas on hand, like-the 
moldy sandwiches of a later 
day, but Billy’s main stock 
was kept in bottles, and those 
bottles were under the count- 
er. 

Billy was just as tough as 
the rest of the Eames family. 
He didn’t care who knew what 
he w®s doing. perhaps the 
Constable was one of his pa- 
trons, we don’t know, but the 


said to be allowing lawless- 
ness in Wilmington. 

Henry Sheldon, later Deacon 
Henry Sheldon was a very good 
friend of the Congregational 
Minister, the Rev. Mr. To '\ 
a man of lofty aspirations who 
did much to better Wilmington 
schools, He couldn’t be ac- 
cused of abetting lawlessness. 

Then finally there was George 
Gowing. George’s wife was a 
cousin of the Constable. He, 
too, felt strongly about Billy 
Eames, but neither he nor his 
wife could seem to persuade 
the Constable to do anything. 

Anyway, the Legislature fin- 
ally acted, and the Selectmen 
of Wilmington decided that the 
way to get rid of the ‘grocery 
stores’ was to undersell them 
with good liquor. 

Samuel B. Nichols was appoint 
ed Liqior Agent of Wilmington, 
and he set up shop in his 
store, where today his grand- 
son has his funeral parlor. 

In his first report, in 1863 
San reported that he had made 
a 50% profit. Costs had been 
$151.43, and the profit to the 
town was $86.04. 

Still the ‘grocery stores’ 
continued in operation, and 
Billy Eames sneered at the ef- 
forts of the Selectmen. The 
Selectmen decided that they 
should cut prices. 

Next year the town liquor 
store took a loss. It wasn’t 
much. The town was required to 
take out a state license to 
sell liquor, and that cost 
$24.17. Billy Eames and his 
friends didn’t bother with a 
license, and at the end of the 
year it cost the taxpayers of 
Wilmington about $3 or $4 for 
the dubious privilige of run- 
ning a liquor store. 

But things were taken in hand 
about this time. Levi Swain 
was elected a Constable, to 
replace the former office hol - 
der, and Levi couldn’ t be des- 
cribed as a friend of Billy 
Eames. 

Times began to become a lit- 
tle tougher for Billy Eames 
and his fellow ‘grocers’, but 
still they continued in busi- 
ness. 

For five or six years the 
Constable of Wilmington, aided 
and abetted by the Selectmen 
tried to put the ‘grocery 
stores’ out of business, but 
it wasn’t until the Legisla- 
ture voted new laws that this 
could be done. When the Legis- 
lature voted that licenses, 
could be granted to private 
stores the Middlesex juries 
began to convict liquor store 
owners who were operating with 
out a license, and the ‘gro- 
cery stores’ all over the 
County and Commonwealth disap- 
peared overnight. 

That was in 1868. For the 
past few years Mr. Nichols had 
been making a slight profit, 
perhaps $20 or $36 a year, 
which went into the Town Treas 


ury. 
In 1868 Mr. Nichols tumed 
over his last liquor profits, 
$24.02, to the Town Treasury, 
and turned in $10 worth of 
liquor and $4.47 in eta 
to the Selectmen. 

We never heard what Cites of 
the last supply of liquor, or 
the fixtures either.

The terrazo floors - instal- 
led they cost $1 a square foot 
Hardwood floors cost 85 cents 
a square foot and vinyl tile 
75 cents a square foot. The 
terrazo just requires mopping, 
the hardwood has to be sanded 
and papered every two or three 
years, and the tiles have to 
be waxed a lot. 

Mrs Bigney: - But what abait 
the cost of the schools~in the 
other town?

By these 
articles a five acre tract, 
formerly part of the Town Park 
was sold to the Wilmington 
Ford Company, presumable for 
use as an automobile agency 
site, and rezoned as a Commer- 
cial Zne. 

There was some cmfusion on 
the part of some of the voters 
who thought that laws may be 
circumvented, or that the town 
might possibly realize more 
money in another sale. 

Mr. Defelice told the town 
that the agreed price was 
$5,000, and that there would 
be provisions in the bill of 
sale which would restrict the 
purchasers to buildings and 
purposes approved by the Sel- 
ectmen. 

Thomas Dromgoole and Maynard 
Eaton questioned the sale. Eat 
on felt that an advertised 
sale should be held. He was 
told that an advertised sale 
could not be held, and that 
the only sale could be through 
a Town Meeting vote. Eaton 
maintained that the town was 
‘giving it away for $5,000’. 
Mr De Felice explained that

The Housing Project Fight 

The second big fight of the 
evening concerned a Rezoning 
Change, requested by the Wil- 
mington Housing Authority s9 
that they could erect a Hous- 
ing for the Elderly project. 

The fight began at 10:07 pm, 
when William F. (Agreeable) 
Smith, Chairman of the Wilming 
ton Housing Authority moved 
that section III-1-B-2 of the 
coning Laws should be revised 
by inserting the wrds ‘Ffeder- 
al or State Aided Housing Pro- 
jects for Elderly Persons, 65 
or over, including multiplé 
unit single story buildings, 
of which no one building shall 
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be closer than one hundred and 
fifty feet to any single fami- 
ly residence existing at the 
time of the beginning df con- 
struction of any such multiple 
units’ after the words ‘Chari- 
table Institutions’, now in 
the Zoning Law. 

The report of the Planning 
Board, read by Daniel Gillis 
stated that the Planning Board 
had in itself made no finding 
or determination as to the 
desirability of a specific 
site for the proposed project, 
and further that the Board of 
Appeals must have the right to 
approve any site, after re- 


ceipt of a report from the 
Planning Board. It further pro 
vided that the Board of Ap- 
peals could establish condi- 
tions as to architecture, land 
screening and other 
restrictions designed to pre- 
serve the character of any 
neighborhood. 

Gus Walker: Can the Housing 
Authority take by Right of Bn- 
inent Domain?’ 

Chairman Smith introduced 
Mr. Christie, of the State 
Housing Board, Legal Depart- 
ment. Mr. Christie told the 
Town Meeting that the only 
time Eminent Domain proceed- 
ings were used was when it was 
necessary to clarify a title 
to property. 
™ Courtney: ‘All this does 
in effect is to make possible 
somewhere in the town the es- 
tablishment of a Housing Pro- 
ject for the Elderly somewhere 
in Wilmingtm with the further 
clarification that the Plan- 
ning Board and the Board of Ap 
peals must approve. 

Frank Hagerty: Thank the Lad 
that the Wilmington Housing Au 
thority had the foresight to 
file for this! If you don’t 
back up the Housing Authority 
by modifying the Zoning By-Law 
tonight you will have killed 
Housing for the Elderly in Wil 
mington, 

Ralph Babcock: I don’t be- 
lieve the town has adequate in 
formation. The veteran’s pro- 
Ject cost $17,000 per unit. I 
am not ready to believe that 
we have the number of people 
in Wilmington in need of such 
a project. I am against this 
motion. 

Maynard Eaton: I endorse the 
statement of Mr. Hagerty. 
Robert Michelsm, WHA Co-or- 
dinator: In no manner will 
this project, if you should 
not vote for it, immediately 
reduce your state income tax. 
Check with your Welfare Ad- 
ministrator if you think there 
is no need - there are 94 
cases of Old Age Assistance in 
the Town of Wilmington. 

Smith: The 40 units we plan 
will not be sufficient. He in- 
troduced Mr. Powers, of the 
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State Housing Board. 

Mr Powers: “The fastest grow- 
ing project in the Commun- 
wealth is Housing for the El- 
derly. It is for mr senior 
citizens who find themse lves 
in need. A single persqn who 
is not earning in excess of 
$2500 is eligible, or a couple 
- husband and wife, or sister 
and brother who have a combin- 
ed income of not over $3000. 

These people must be in need 
of decent safe housing. The 
state subsistance for an a- 
partment can be as high as 
@ month, 

16 projects have been com- 
pleted in Massachusetts - we 
have added years tp the lives 
of our senior citizens by this 
There is no doubt in my mind 
that there is need for this 


project in your great tom of 
Wilmington, 
Mrs Tobey: Is it my under- 


standing that a person would 
not have to be a resident of 
Wilmington?

Ralph Currier: In the event 
that there were no active ap- 
plications from Wilmington the 
Authority would have to con- 
sider out of town applications 
The arguments cmtinued - fi- 
nally there was a motion 'to 
close debate. The vote was 
208 to close, and 11 opposed. 
The vote for the zoning 
change, standing vote - was 
167 in favor and 74 opposed.
